Another active Heason has oomo and 
gone. Tho-BDow oreops lower and low- 
er etiU down the mouDtaio sidos. Tho 
leaping, Iftnghing etreamlot ie driod up 
or hushed inlo,Btiline«s,-?ori;giye9 forth 
a mnffied marmer, as it pursuBa its sul- 
len' and meandering courBe,_,Jp wards 

^^'ihe' waiUDg bosom of Old MpiUfius. It 
is natural at snoh a momeak to take a 
rotrospectWe glance at the closing aea- 
Bon, and see what it has done " for ns ; 
or, ratherjCWjiatlwe'liave done with it. 
Coaflnlng piiflemtion to material pi o- 
greBS and d6velo'pment, it oanuot bo 
said that tho record is nltogother a bliiulc. 
Commencing witli Iho most important^ 
thougli, porlmps not tlio mo3t altraoiivo 
deparimont of colonial industry, it will 
be found that tho ngricnltural interests 
have made markod progress, during tho 
past season. Landa alreudy occupied and 
under tlllngo have yielded a bountiful 
return for the labors of tho husband- 
man, DotwithotandiDg that there U atill 
grcal room for injprovement in the sci- 
ence ol agriculture. Tho area of tilled 

• •lands huB greatly extended ; and a lor- 

■'•""ger nmonnt of liuul baa been alionntod 
or put in procos-, of aiionatioii from tho 
Crown, thiiu duriiiji' any provious euiiHon. 
faith in tho agricultural capacity 
of tho country has beon Btrongihened 
and increased, and coufidooce in 
tho cuiargod proBperity of tho im- 
mediate ftiture haa beon ostablish- 
ed. Ttio natural resolt of all this is 
obaorvablo in tho greatly increasing dis- 
poaition to tako up landa and create 
permanent homesteada. This dispoai- 
■ tion.'il will have boon obaervod, bus 
manifested itself as lur north as Omeuica. 
Passing ou to coiitidor the mineral re- 
sources, they will be found to exhibit 
light and shade, auooeaa and failure, 
confidence anddonbt,— the fdTtaer hap* 
pily, howovor, predominating. True, the 
Southern goldfields, il;^piring so muoh 
hope at one period, have apparently 
dwindled down to un unimportant min 
ing camp , yet that circumMiance would 
appear to be less owing to tho abaouce 
of richdsposUa than on account of iho 
want of aufScient capital with which to 
reach thoao duop doposita. True, fumous 
old Cariboo has yielded up ita rich troa- 
Buroj more grudgingly tban,, in former 
years ; yoi of the great extent of lis 
dormant wealth few perpons entertain 

' "^a donbt. And, while William Crock 
has fallen olT in its yield, it will have 
been obeorved thai Lightning Croek 
presumes to dispute tbo palm for rich- 
aosB, thus Btrongtheoing the •. impresH- 
ion that the groat bedii of " Caribi o's 
wealtb lie still undisturbed. But the 
most importaot feature of tho closing 
season, at least in so far as Cariboo is 
ooncornod, is tho inauguration ot a 
scheme for developing that neolion of 
William Greek oommohly koowD aa 
• The Meadows.' The formation of a 
company of California capitalists and the 
introduction of ihe powerful and oum- 
pleto machinery now lying upou^ our 
■wharves for that uurposo, may be re- 
garded 08 marking the dawn of a new 
era in the history of Briash Columbia. 
Hitherto the groat drawback has been 
the want'Of that capital and onterpriso 
eaaentiai to a suoceBsfui working of thoBe 
deeper and more exponHive mines which 
eet at defianco mere individual effort. 
Tho developmont of The Meadows oon- 
Btitates, of itaelf, a gigantic work, one 
Which cannot fail to make itself felt 
daring the next and sucoeoding seasons. 
Bat it is when viewed aa tho iirst of our 
mining enterprises carried on by foreign 
capital— tho piunuur ofifort In a 
now and moht important cla«8_ of 
mining operations, that its real signi- 
ficance must appear. Should it prove 
BUCcoBsfal, of which thoao best acquaiut- 
ed with tbo subject entoriain tho least 
doubt, it will tiimply mark a now ora in 
the mining history of the country ; for 
there will no longer be any dlEBculty 
sxperienced in obtaining all the foreign 
capital necessary to tho dovclopiuont of 
the vast dorniaut mineral wealth ol Bri- 
tish Columbia. Not the least encourage 
log incident of tho past soason has boeu 

s;j the full and andonbtod confirmatiou of 
rich diggings in the Omlneca country, 
whore there is ovory reason to beliovo 
another Cariboo will bo devolopo-'. 
These new mines, ao long the object 
of denbt ond contradictory reporiB, uie oer. 
tain to claim tbtirfull share of attoniioo nest 
season J bqiI, with tho prospect of greatlj 
improved fncilitfea for raaoliiug lhain, it in 
not unraasonablo to expect ihut tbuy will 
exect no little iofluoDca upon llio gunoial 
prosperity ol the country. Thoro la juil 
oca otb« ioinest to wbioh wo would ulluda 
-.^tbat of whtl«>fiahlog. Tbe seasoD will be 
rem'arlcabla ai the fir^t really snccesiful one 
in 80 fsr as whale-fiahiDg is coneernod. Tl.is 
is a BOuroQ ol marine wealth, perhaps, bet 
little nudorstood. It u one, in all probability, 
doilinad, at UJ dihtiut puriod, to ooiitributu 
Id no small Uegroa towards tha common 

Sroipetity, ond it is peoaliarly gratifying to 
a able to dongi^ataiats oar eoterpriaing lei- 
low oitizsns who bave taoeotly embarked in 
the bUBinena upon the suooess whioh haa 
crowned ttieir eflotis during tho preeont 
BeaBon. Vievnng tho eeaaon now olcaiug, in 
tho light of iiscartnitiod rosnlta, and o peoi» 
ally in ttio ligbt of tho iuUuoaeeB and coobo-- 
quanoQi it must projout into Iho iiamoditttB 
falure, it baa boan onn well calculated to 
beget lhankluluoBs for tho post and ronowed 
hope BndoonQdonoo in tbo lutiiro.
